I call This a proper Applr- 
cation, in Contradiſtinction to all corrupt Influence ; and in 
many Places it is abſolutely neceſſary, eſpecially at a Time, 
when Multitudes of mercenary Pamphlets and Papers are 
diſper'd through all Parts of the Kingdom, to poiſon the 
natural, honeit Principles.of the People, and no Methods 
are left unemploy'd to deprive Them of Information on 

the other Side. N | Gf 
In the next Place, I muſt obſerve that the Elections of 
thoſe Places, which were ſuſſiciently prepared to chuſe their 
Repreſentatives according to Direction, happened very 
luckily to come on firſt; (for I will not ſuppoſe that it 
Was by any particular Management) and Thoſe, who ap- 
peared ſullen and out of Humour at /ome late Meaſures, had 
Time given Them to cool and conſult their true Inte- 
reff—— Oiçt of the former C/a/5 JI muſt indeed except 
the antient Dukedom of Ceormwall, which was reſerved, 
by the ſame happy Accident as an Aſylum for thoſe 
worthy Gentlemen, who have been excis'd out of their own 
Couties and Boroughs by the Peeviſhneſs of the People, 

and the invidious Conſtruction of their late Behaviour. 
The miniferial Scriblers ſeem to be in high Delight up- 
on this Occaſion, and flatter themſelves that the Return 
of a new Parliament will intirely ſilence all our Pretences 
to Popularity; but, if We may take Mr. Rapin's Opini- 

on, there is no true Judgdment to be made of the Senſe of 

he People by the Choice of their Repreſentatives... Whe- 
ther this Obſervation will hold good in general; I ſhall 
not pretend to determine ; but it is certainly ſo in a very 
great Degree; for if We conſider the particular Members, 
who compoſe the Body of a Briti/h Houſe of Commons, 
We ſhall find that a Majority of Them are ſent from 
Seaport Towns, governed by mini/fferial Influence, and lit- 
tle beggarly Boroughs, whoſe Pozer/y makes them an ea- 
ſy Prey to the Baits of Corruption. Moſt of "Theſe are 
become, in too great a Meaſure, the Property of Men in 
Office ; and if any of Them. preſume to reſuſe a RECoM- 
MEN DATION from their reſpective Principals, They are 
look'd upon as a Sort of Rebels, and muſt expect to be 
treated accordingly. It would be endleſs, and is almoſt 
impofſible, to enumerate the various Kinds of Influence 
which our Debts, Taxes, and Funds have lately created. 
There is not a City, or Corporation in the whole united 
Kingdom, where this Evil does not prevail in a great De- 
| | oree ; 
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gree ; and if it is ſuffered to increaſe upon us, as it hath 
lately done, moſt of the Boroughs will become little more 
than the Tools of a Prime-Minifter ; for I am informed 
that it is lately made a Rule not to admit any Perſon into 
the meaneſt Employment, unleſs He is ke qualify'd to 
ſerve his King and Country with a Vote for Members of Par- 
liament; and it is currently reported that the Election of 
one oroug h, where there happens to be a great Number 
of Bargemen, was abſolutely carried by granting Them 
Protection are the late Impreſs. I cannot fay whether the 
ſame Indulgences have been diſpens'd in any other Places ; 
bat it is certainly a Precedent, which will admit of great 
Improvements, and I leave it to the Conſideration of our 
Connoiſeurs in Elections, whether it might not be of Uſe, 
at theſe Times, to iſſue out large Numbers of Pre/5 Mar- 
rants, in order to alarm the Seafaring Part of the Nation, 
and oblige Them to commute, by ſerving their Country 
at home, inſtead of Abroad. 

It is therefore poſſible that the miniſterial Writers may 
have ſome Reaſon to exult on their Succeſs in the Borough- 
Elettions ; for, conſidering how the Caſe ſtands, I am ra- 
ther inclined to wonder that the Country Party have been 
able to make any Stand at all in zho/e Places; but I muſt 
beg Leave to differ from theſe Gentlemen, if They produce 
ſuch Inſtances as any Proof that the Senſe of the People is 
on their Side.

Nothing therefore can be more ridiculous than to collect

The Danger of giving Military Officers Commiſtions 
. for Bade; 5 on 


FT ER all the Noiſe and Complaints about the Ar- 
my, which, in order to render it the more terrible, 
is always called a Standing Army, though voted and main- 
tained by Parliament only from Year to Year; the Men 
who made that Noiſe, and appeared afraid of any Army, 
even when all Europe was arming, having at laſt frighten- 
ed others in good earneſt, with a Scheme to make tho 
Army dangerous indeed, by making it independent. 
This is a Project extremely new, and therefore ex- 
tremely ſurprizing. It is what I do not remember to 
haye been ever thought of by our Anceſtors, thoſe boaſted 
Anceſtors ſo often extolled and quoted.

intire ; becauſe the Uſe of them is indiſpenſible, even 
where the Abuſe of them is great and certain.

HE ſeyeral Extracts we gave of a former Letter 
from this remote Place having met with 'a general 
good Reception; we believe we cannot oblige our Reader, 
more, than by giving them, from Time to Time, ſome 
more Pieces of the ſame Kind, which we have lately re. 
- ceived, and which we again aſſure our Readers are ye. 
nine. The Event we have made Choice of for our pre. 
ſent Article, though the Reader may have already ſeen : 
flight Account of it in our publick News, is ſo extraor- 
dinary in its Kind, and the Account we have of it ſo far 
more circumſtantial than any hitherto publiſhed, at leaſt 
in the Engliſh Tongue, that we hope it will ſufficiently 
excuſe our coming ſo late with it, 
This Event is the wonderfut and fatal Earthquake at 
Feking in China, which overthrew that vaſt Capital, and 
ſeveral other Places, in a great Circuit of the Country ad- 
joining. | 
The firſt Shock of this dreadful Earthquake was felt the 
Zoth of September a little before eleven in the Morning; 
and it was ſo violent and ſudden, that the Cauſe and the 
Effect were very vifible at one and the ſame Inftant, by 
"the fall of the oaks, and other Edifices, and the fright- 
. Norfe occaſioned by the horrid Cruſh of ſuch an inf: 
rite Number of Buildings, of which no better Idea can te 
given, than by ſuppoſing the whole Surface of the Ground 
they ſtood upon, blown up by one general Mine, and the 
Ruines ſinking into the terrible Abyſt. In leſs than a Mi— 
nute's Time, above a Hundred Thouſand Inhabitants of 
this great City were buried under the Ruines of it, and 
in the Country adjoining the Number was far greater: 
For there, whole Towas and Villages were involved in 
one general Ruin. 2D | 3 
There was one Thing remarkable in this Earthquake, 
715. that it was very unequal in the Line it run. In 
ſome Places of this Line it ravaged in a frightful Manner, 
while it lightly paſſed over others, and having left thoſe 
Intervals, with little or no Damage, retook its former 
Force. This Line, in which it ſeemed to have taken 1ts

Four Leagues to the North of Peking the Earth open- 
d, and a. Smoke, or rather a thick Miſt immediately 
illed the Air, after which the Surface of the Earth was 
overed with Water, in ſome Places black, in others yel- 
lowiſh, and again in others black and reddiſh, At a Place 
to the Weſt of Peking, there was an Opening of the 
Length of a Iy, or the tenth Part of a common League: 
There were two pretty large Openings in the City, and 
four at Tchang-chun-yuen. To the South of Peking, a Ri- 
ver ſwelled to ſuch a Height, that it overflowed all the 
Lands adjoining, and in a ſhort Time returned to its uſual 
Channel. : | : 

When Friends meet in the Streets the Queſtion is, Are 
all your Friends well? Without ever mentioning their 
Houſes, or other Effects, which they ſuppoſe to be in- 
volved in the general Ruin. It is a melancholly Sight to 
ſee the Streets of Peking, which are, for the moſt Part 
broad, filled with Tents and Huts, under which the miſe- 
rable Remains of the Inhabitants have taken their Shelter. 
As for the narrower Streets, there is no ſuch Thing as 
coming into them, they are ſo choaked up with the Ruins 
of the Houſes. | 

The firſt terrible Shock, of which we have given an 
Account above, was followed bp three and twenty more, 
within the Space of four and twenty Hours ; which, how- 
ever, were not ſo violent as the firſt. From the Day of 
this firſt fad Cataſtrophe, to the tenth of October, the 
had frequent Shocks from Time to Time ; three of whic 
were violent, one the Evening after the firſt great Shock, 
and the other two the firſt and ſecond of Odlober.

| the preſent Emperor 
at Tuen-mirg-yuen, near that which his Father, the Empe- 
ror Canghi, built at 7chang-chun-yuen, is reduced to ſo pi- 
Secs, that it will require immence Sums to repair 
it. As for the Palace of Tchang-chun-yuen, hardly the 
Appearance of an Edifice is diſcoverable in its Ruins. In 
the Village of Haitien, near which theſe two Palaces were

the ſame Men, who have enjoyed the Benefits of the pu- 
reſt Conſtitution at the Beginning of their Lives, have 
lived not only to ſee the Introduction, but to groan under 
the Burthen of the moſt ſevere Tyranny. | Foe 
The Limitations of a Monarchy, the Regulations of a 
State, or what We call a valuable Conſtitution, are juſtly 
to be regarded and eſteemed; but no otherwiſe than as 
they naturally 12 a good Effect upon the Minds of 
the People, which are always influenced by the Govern- 
ment, under which they live, A good Coftitution is a 
downright Farce with a Corrupted _ Every good 
Law made in it is peryerted, or at leaſt is never to be put 
in Execution; and, in ſhort, a Solon, a Lycurgus, or a Mo- 
es, would never be able to form a Government, ſo as to 
render a People happy, unleſs their Minds were generally 
prepared to affiſt in the Adminiſtration of it. Though our 
Conſtitution therefore, modelled and limited as it is at 
preſent, may be juſtly ranked among the beſt, that the 
World has produced, it is ſtill no ſufficient Security to us; 
for the People are degenerated ſo far that they are ſcarce 
able, or willing to preſerve it. 3 8 
I think I am ſufficiently juſtified in this Opinion, by the 
Numbers of thofe, who continually harangue in publick 
Companies, in order to-depretiate Virtue, to baniſh thoſe 
glorious Principles from among us, which have hitherto 
preſerved us free, and turn into Ridicule all Thoſe, who

It an ambitions Prince, or a corrupt Miniſter ſhould 
endeayour to eftabliſh an abſolute Authority in this King- 
dom, the ſureſt and ſafeſt Method he could — 7 
would be This of tainting the Minds and manners of the 
Nation. The Conſtitution, (That is the outward Form 
of it) might be perſerved; but the Eſſence of it might be 
at the ſame Time exhauſted, and the real Advantages of

open Violence, and glaring Acts of Tyranny. We ought 
not therefore always to fit contented, when we ſee no 
manifeſt Deviation from the Letter of the Law, from

The Forms of Liberty were long preſerved in the Romy 
Goyernment, after the moſt intolerable Tyranny had u.

of their moſt execrable Emperors; the Freedom of the 
People was ſtill in outward Shew preſerved, The Serate 
was ſtill employed in managing the Buſineſs of the Publick. 
Their Money was for many Ages after coin'd, by their 
Autority, as the Marks upon it teftiſy to this Hour; and 
every other Publick Affair received their Sanction ; yet, 
at the fame Time, we know the moſt ſhocking Barbarities 
were exerciſed by the Emperors; who, while their Ac-

If Men would apply themſelves more than they general.

Tar State of the Roman Empire, under the Emperor, who 
has been lately mentioned, that the Condition of our own 
Cauntry is too much like it at preſent.

only hope for Succeſs. | 


Who take the moſt probable Methods to introduce a 


Republican Government ? Are They the Men, who de- 
clare againſt every Innovation? They, who eternally ar- 
gue in Deſence of the antient Conftitution, and direct their 
Labours to no other End than to preſerve it in its Purity? 
Or rather are not thoſe the greateſt Enemies to Mond- 
ch, who would ſupport it by Corruption, and by thoſe 
Means, which every diſcerning Man muſt plainly fee 
would quickly render it abſolute ? I know no one fo much 
a Republican, as not to be contented with a Liberty, ſecu- 
red, protected and maintained, as it may be, by our inc. 
x narchica! 
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monarchical Conftitution, limited as it is, and preſerved i1 
Chaſtity. But then, T know few ſo little diſpoſed to the 
Commonwealth Principle, as not to prefer that Kind of 
Government to 2>/olute Power. He therefore, who aims 
at more than. is confiſtent with Liberty in this Kingdom, 
forces the Modeſty of the People, and will, drive them 
from a Principle of ſelf-Preſeryation to eſpouſe thoſe O- 
pinions, which nothing Elſe can even diſpoſe then to en- 

The fame may be faid of the Prerogative of the Crown. 
The Prerogative, as far as it is conſiſtent with that Liberty, 
which I muſt beg Leave to call the grand Fundamental of 
this Conſtitution, is dear to every Man as his private Pro- 
Perty ; becauſe his private Property -depends upon the 
Conſtitution of which. That alſo is a Part. But if theſe 
Traytors to the Prince and Country ſhould endeayour to 
raiſe the Power of the Crown by artful Means and Ways, 
unthbught of by our Anceſtors, and conſequently not 
guarded againſt by them, I ſhould be glad to be informed 
how /uch @ Power once attain'd could be diminiſhed, but

rances of an Impoſture, from its aſtoniſhing Latitude and 
Comprehenſion, which takes in Parties and Factions of every 
kind, upon no other Principle but that of Oppoſition, without 
exacting even the moſt ſlender Security for the Support of the 
Laws, and the Prince who maintains them. The Tories, who 
have been educated in a conſtant Averſion to the Rights of the 
People; the High-Church Rabble and their Leaders, who 
have laid it down as a Principle of their Religion, to oppreſs 
and deſtroy the Proteſtant Diſſenters; the 2 whoſe 
Hands have been embrued in Blood, to introduce a Popiſb Pre- 
tender All without Diſtinction are admitted within the Pale 
ef this Countrj- Intergſt; they have the Support of its Influence;

There are yet a good Number of French Troops at

timely Succour, when they have had the whole Winter 
before them to provide it. It is generally thought to be 
owing to a Want of Seamen, and that the French Court 
has been deceived in imagining, that a Fleet was to be 
manned in France, as ſoon as in a neighbouring Nation. 

It is now allowed on all Hands, that the Marſhal de 
Fillars is recalled from Italy.

while the lattar, perceiving the French had failed in their 
Attempt, retreated into the City, in very good Order. 
There ſeems to have been ſeveral Perſons of Diſtinction 
killed on the French Side, the Rufſfans pretend to have 
ſome Priſoners of Note, and ſay, that the French loſt in 
the Action about 300 Men.

The Siege of Dantgick is what at preſent employs the 
Attention of Europe; this City has been briskly — 
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and Gratitude, that he will not, (like ſome Princes) forget 


to raiſe their Siege. It is pretty plain that the French were 
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and pallantly defended : The Inhabitants have ſhewn a ye. 
ry uncommon Affection to the Perſon of King Stani fart, 


Which nothing probably could have induced them to do, 
but a firm Opinion that this Prince has ſo much Honour; 


thoſe who were his Friends in Adverſi ty, if ever Fortune 
Thould ſmile upon him. The Opinion the Dantzicker, 
have of his Virtues, has made them ſuſtain the burning of 
their Houſes with Courage and Patience; yet ſome promi. 
ſes the French Ambaſſador has made them of a Conſider. 
ble Sum by way of Reparation, and the Money which 
King Stanlaus and his Court every Day ſpend among 
them, muſt doubtleſs have had a pretty deal of Weight to in. 
duce them to runall Hazards. What will be the Fate of their 
City cannot be poſitively determined ; yet upon the whole 
we are inclined to believe the Raſſians will at laſt be forced 


beat in their laſt Attack upon the My/covites Trenches ; 
but then it is alſo pretty plain that the Attack was made 
againſt the Opinion of moſt of their Officers, upon the 
vehement Sollicitations of Count} Peplo. The immodera'e 
Courage of this Gentleman coſt him his Life : When the 
Attack was made, it ſeems he got above 20 Paces before 
any of the Soldiers, ſtill crying out to them to Advance, 
till a Cannon Ball obliged him to be Silent. The Count 
ſeems in every Reſpect to have drawn his Fate upon him, 
fince he had no manner of Buſineſs to have been in the 
Battle: Tis true, he was a Lieutenant General in the 
Army, but then he was at this Time Ambaſſador to the 
King of Denmark, and left that Court without Orders, 
(purely thro' an exceſs of Bravery) to accompany the 
French Troops, and to Diftinguiſh himſelf in the Service 
of King S:2nif/aas. In the Days of Lewis the fourteenth, 
tho' the Attack the Count was the Cauſe of, had proved 
ſucceſstul, he would perhaps have been diſgraced for quit- 
ting his Poſt without Orders.

when it amounted to about 192,000 / But by that 
Time the Smugglers began to learn new Arts of De.

daily decreaſing, and is now reduced to leſ: than 
12 0000 J. per Ann. From hence it muſt appear. that 
the Publick has not gained much by the Alteration of 
the Method of Collection, which lies ſo heayy upon 
all the Dealers in that Commodity. 


It is certain, Sir, that this Decreaſe in the publick 


Revenue, which has 3 ſince the Vear 1729, 
cannot be owing to any Decreaſe in the Conſumption 
of that Commodity; Ge it is of late Years ſold ſo 
cheap, that the very meaneſt of the People make uſe 
of it, which I know by my own Experience to be true ; 
becauſe bat lately a poor Woman of that Part of the 
City where I live, for whom I had, ſome Time before,

procured Twelve-pence per Week Charity, acknow- 


ledged to me, that ſhe had Tea every Moraing for her 
Breakfaſt, and ſaid, that, except Water, it was the 
cheapeſt Drink ſhe could get; and therefore, as the 
Conſumption muſt be much larger, and the Produce of 
the Duty very little ſuperior now to what it was in 
the Year 1723, we muſt conclude, that the Alteration 
now complained of, has rather increaſed than diminiſh- 
ed Smiggling.

York in North America, 23 Years of Age Come next 
May, and what ſmall Education I had, I took of my ell, 
my Mother being poor, and not able to boſtow any Lea:n'"; 
upon me. I. was unwilling therefore to ſtay at home, but 
Choſe rather to go to Sea. I bore a very honeſt Character, 
and was beloved in Long-Iſland by all that ever knee me 
both by Sea and Land. The laſt and fatal Voyage I un- 
dertook was in the Brigantine Recovery, Captain Braddock, 
with whom I was unwilling to make this Trip, but he over 
. perſuaded, and would not part from me, which has pon 
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a the End my utter Ruin and Deſtruction, through my 
own wicked graceleſs Courſes, raſh unthinking and remorſe- 
1 Proceedings; for which I heartily beg of God to be mer- 
dul to my poor Soul, who alone knows the Sincerity of my 
Repentance ; and may this prove a dreadful Warning to all 
Perſons for the future, and more eſpecially to all the Specta- 
tors here preſent, whoſe Prayers for Mercy for me at the 
Throne of Grace I fervently emplore.

great Number of Impofts. The moſt oppreifive of all wx 
That called the ALCABALA. It conſiſted in paying the 
King the tenth Part of all Sales, or Exchanges. Alcho' 
this Tax was in it ſelf very oppreſſive, it became much 
more ſo, by the Rapines and Chicanes of Thoſe, who 
were charged with the levying of it. An infinite Num. 
ber of Proſecutions were raiſed ; the Farmers pretending 
that they were defrauded ; that the Declarations of the 
Merchants were not exact; and the Merchants maintain. 
ing the contrary, Several Regulations had been made here. 
upon ; but they had only ſerved to make Way tor new 
Chicanes, and to multiply Suits. To ſtop the Courſe of 
Theſe, the Merchants obtained a Proviſion that their 
Oaths ſhould be taken, for aſcertaining the Quantity, Qua- 
Tity and Price of the Merchandizes. This Remedy pro- 
duced another Evil; which was, that falſe ſwearing be. 
came very common. As all: Vices, that are profitable, 
make in a little Time great Progreſs, ſo want of Honeſty 
paſſed from Commerce into all civil Actions, and the Cuſ- 
tom of falſe ſwearing was become ſo great, that nothing 
was more ordinary. | 
The War againſt the Mcors having been the Occaſion, 
or the Pretence, for this Tmpoſt, that War was no ſooner 
ended, than the People demanded to be diſcharged trom it. 
TT he Affair was propoſed in the Council of Conſcience. and 
afterwards in the Council of Sta e. Aimenes voted ſtrong- 
ly in both for the Suppreſſion of the A/cabale ; but the 
Advantage, which accrued from it to the Exchequer, and 
the Oppoſition of the Nobles, the greateſt Part of whom 
had Aflignments upon this Duty, hindered the Effect of 
his good Intention. It was continued, and the Abuſes, 
which were the neceſſary Conſequences of it, continued 
LY ORD INE 5 
Vmenes, who loved the People, did not deſiſt, becauſe 
he had not ſucceeded the firſt Time that Affair was pro- 
poſed He obtained the Queen's Promiſe that if he could 
find any Expedient for the Duty of the 4/cab:ila, which 
might eaſe the Feople, and remedy the Abuſes in it, with- 
ont prejudicing the Finances, ihe would willing conſent, 
and would make it paſs the Council by her abſolute Au- 
thority, if it ſhould be oppoſed. Aimenes conſulted the 
Matter with John Lopes, who had the greateſt _ 
; ; | | e 
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ence and Knowledge in Affairs of the Revenue of any Per- 
ſon in CLaſtille, and they turned this Affair together in ſo 
many Shapes, that at length they hit upon the Expedient, 
which had been ſo long ſought for. 

It conſiſted in making from the Accounts of the Re- 
ceivers of the Alcabala an exact Computation of the Sums 
total, to which it might amount, and of the particular 
Sums, which might be produced from what was raiſed 
upon each City and Community. This Computation be- 
ing made, Amenes framed nis Project. It contained that 
in each City all the Companies of Merchants ſhould aſſem- 
ble; that every one ſhould tax himſelf, in roportion to 
his Dealings, in ſuch Manner that all theſe particular Taxes 
ſhould produce the Sum, which was woat to be raiſed ; 
that the Mechanicks, Artiſans, and generally all the 
Tradeſmen ſhould do the like; and as to what regarded 
the other Citizens and Inhabitants of the Towns and Coun- 
try, They might redeem the Alcabala in paying a Sum, 
which ſhould be regulated upon every one in Proportion 
to their Eſtates and Effects; and that it ſhould be then 
raiſed, in a Manner the leaſt burthenſome, with the Con- 
ſent of the Queen and her Succeſſors. This Project con- 
tained likewiſe that the ColleCtion of all theſe Sums ſhould 
be made by the ordinary Receivers and Comptrollers of 
the Revenue, with a ſmall Augmentation of Salary, and 
ſhould be paid by them immediately into the Exche- 
quer. 

It 1s certain that, by the Execution of this Project, the 
Prince's Revenue loſt nothing, and that all the Inconve- 
niencies, which made this Tax ſo burthenſome to the 
People of Caftille and Leon, were avoided. The Mer- 
chants were not obliged to make exact Declarations, which 
gave too great an Inſight into their Affairs; nor expoſed 
to the Temptation of making falſe ones. They were de- 
liver'd from Seizure and Fines, which were the ordinary 
Effects of real, or pretended Violations ; from the Search- 
es of their Shops and Magazines, which the Officers 
made as often as they pleaſed ; and in general from the 
Vexations and Oppreſſions, to which they were every Day 
expoſed by the Avarice of the Alcabaliſts. The Citizens, 
the Mechanicks, and generally all the Inhabitants of the 
Cit es and Country found the fine Adyantages. 


| Nevertheleſs X7menes did not ſtop there. He carry'd 
his Project further ; and having examined, with his uſual

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Matters of Goverament were dangerous; that Cuſtom 


Exactneſs, how much each Year the Salaries of the Og. 
cers amounted to, and in general all the Charges neceſſa 
in collecting the Alcalala, he then concluded that the. 
Officers being diſcharged, and theſe Expences retrenchd, 
as it was in Effect a Conſequence of his Project, this Jux 
might be reduced to a Moiety of what uſed to be raiſed , 
that is to ſay, to be contented with a Twentieth Part, in. 
ſtead bf a Tenth, whicj: would be a great Eaſe to the 
People, without the leaſt Diminution of the Queen's Re. 
yenues. 

John Lopez was of Opinion that he ſhould content him- 
ſelf with the firſt Part of his Project, and that Things 
ought not to be carried further; but Aimenes, who paſi- 
onately wiſhed that the People might be eaſed, to make 
them his own, maintained the contrary. He contended 
That it was a neceflary Conſequence of his Project, that 
the Duty, which they were conſidering, could not be aug- 
mented for any Reaſon whatſoever ; that otherwiſe They 
would inevitably fall again into the ſame Inconveniencies 
and Vexations which they were endeayouring to avoid; 
that it was the infallible Means of making Commerce, 
Trade and Arts to flouriſh, and of inducing the Inhabi- 
tants to cultivate their Lands well, and to improve and 
incloſe Thoſe, which were uncultivated ; ſince, for 
the future, They would only labour upon their own 
Account, and not be obliged to divide the Profits of 
the Improvements they ſhould make. In fine, he added 
that if the Reyenues ſeemed to loſe any Thing, by 
fixing the A/cabala, it was compenſated by her Catholick 
Majeſty's Declaration , - that it could not be diminiſhed; 
ſo that if ſhe did not find her Account by the Augmenta- 
tion of Commerce, and of the other Things, upon which 
that Impoſt had been laid, ſhe would likewiſe loſe nothing 
by any Dimination, that might happen. 

The Project being thus fettled, it was propoſed in 
Council a few Days after. The Dukes of Alva and In- 
fantudo had not the fame Complaiſance for it, that many 
ot Aimenes's Partiſans had; whether it were that, being 
Enemies in particular to him, They took a Pleaſure in 
oppoſing him; or whether in Effect their true Sentiments 
were ſuch.

Vnenes, in Anſwer to theſe Objections, and ſome o- 
hers of leſs Weight, replied that They could not deny 
mat Sovereigns were bound to do Juſtice to their Subjects, 
hat one Part of that Juſtice, which was moſt inconteſta- 
ly due to them, conſiſted in keeping the Promiſes made 
to them; that all the World knew that the Kings, her 
Majeſty's Predeceſſors, had poſitively promiſed to ſup- 
preſs this Impaſ now in Queſtion, whenever the War a- 
rainſt the Moors ſhould be ende; that, exactly to fulfil 
this Promiſe, They could do no leſs than entirely to ſup- 
preſs the Alcabala; nevertheleſs That was far from what 
was propoſed, but only to moderate it, and to procure 
the collecting of it in a Manner, that ſhould not be any 
Prejudice to the Queen's Revenue; that They could da 
no leſs in the preſent Conjuncture, when the People were 
quite drain'd ; that it was but juſt they ſhould receive 
ſome Advantage from the Peace; and that nothing leſs 
could be done for them than what was propoſed. 

The Project being approved by the Plurality of Votes- 
in the Council, the Queen ordered it ſhould be executed, 
without any Alteration, and that a Declaration ſhould be 
immediately made of it, in Form of a perpetual Edict.

 ſovaluablea Secret, he could not want any Convenience of 
Life, and that he, who would reſtore the Uſe of other 
Peoples Limbs, muſt be neceſſarily enabled to conſult the 
Eaſe of his own. 

It is indeed generally true, that in thoſe Arts that ap- 
peal to a popular Approbation, Merit is the Baſis of duc- 
ceſs; but where Fortune or Advancement depends on 
the Will or Caprice of a ſingle Perſon, it is commonly 
otherwiſe; and the Reaſon is plain, ſince almoſt every in- 
dividual is liable to Inpoſition, Flattery, or Fear ; but the 
Many are a Mirror to one another, and each ſees that 
Weakneſs in his Neighbour, which he would be partial to 
min himſelf. Hence it is, that tho Lying, Impudence, and 
Temerity, infinite Promiſes, frontleſs Aſſertions, and in. 
pPoſjible Enterprizes, can raiſe the medicinal SQuac no 
higher than a Smithfeld Stage, or at moſt, but delude our 
Hopes, till we ſee, by the pernicious Effect of his bold 
Pretences, that his Remedies ſerve not to remove, but 
vary the Diſeaſe, and, perhaps, to heal a Scratch, inflame 
the whole Conſtitution; yet we find upon Recollection of 
former Ages, many Inſtances of State Quac s, who were 
promoted to the higheſt Fortune, Honours, and Employ- 
ments, by the very ſame Qualities, and continued them- 
ſelves in Play, by a Courſe of Expedients, no leſs danger- 
ous and deſtructive ta the Body-politick.

A Man 
feſt of many Vertues may. thro' want of Genius, or 
wacity, impoveriſh, and involve a Nation in infinite 
Dificulties; but yet, in this Caſe, it were ſome Satisfacti- 
on, that the publick Calamities were the Effect of Igno- 
rance or Accident, not of Villany or Deſign. — There 
b a Byaſs in human Nature, which renders the Vertues 
of the Heart an acceptable Excuſe for the Faults of the 
Head; and we ſeldom find any Perſon, however fatal to 
us, follow'd by a general Hate, till he has render'd his In- 
tentions, as well as Actions, fuſpected to the People. — 
Could we ſuppoſe the great Man abovementioned, who 
fom a long Enjoyment of the higheſt Offices, and Em- 
ployments, had made no other Acquiſitions, than of pub- 
lick Fame, and ſecret Satisfaction, the innocent Inftru- 
ment of any great Evil to theſe Kingdoms; may we not 
reaſonably conclude, that an Appeal to his private Cir- 
cunſtances, and the moderate Uſe of his Power and Proſ- 
perity, would render him rather an Object of Pity, than 
Reſentment. In a State, where the ſupreme exe- 
cative Power, is limited to one Perſon and Family, Ave- 
rice is the moſt probable Moti to Wickedneſs and Male- 
Adminiſtration; he thereſore, who would fairly acquit 
himſelf of that, would, I think, go near to reconcile him- 
ſelf to the good Affections of the People. 

There are, tis true, many Avuſes, in the Power of a 
Minifer, of far more peraicious Conſequence, than the 
amaſſing à private Health, or aggrandizing a particular 
Fonily ; but theſe lie more level to common Underſtanding, 
and are more obvious to every Eye. State- policy, 
Tranſactions, and Negotiations, are Things remote from 
us; they paſs to us through many Mediums, from which 
they take their Colour; and often loſe their Deformity 
by their Diſtance. *Tis true, we always feel it in the 
Conſequence ; but then we journey ſlowly towards this E- 
vidence, and in the mean. Time give little Attention to 
the Warnings of thoſe whom we do not think more ſharp- 
hghted and experienced than ourſelves; but when we 
ind ourſelves inyoly'd in nextricable Difficulties, and ſur-

And here it is that the Circumfances of ty 
Minifter become the Standard af our Fuug ment. f 
for Inſtance, a Nation languiſhes under a general Poyery 
and Decay of Trade; if her Fields are loaded with Taxe, 
and her Streets filled with Bankrnpts; if a long Peace has 
had the Effect of an expenſive War; large Disburſements 
ſerve only to encreaſe great Debts, and tedious Negotiati. 
ons but diminiſh'd her Power, and weaken'd her Security; 
it is natural and neceffary for the People to ſee, that there 
muſt have been ſome Miſmanagement at the Root of theſe 
Evils; but if, at the ſame Time, he Perſon at the Head of 
Affairs be alone uneffected by theſe Calamities, we not on. 
ly judge him inſtrumental, but triumphant in our Fal. 
In this Caſe, the Eaſe and Opulence of thoſe in Power, 
are not only eſteemed the Canſes, but the Aggravations 
of our Misfortune. Their Wealth is an Inſult upon our 
Poverty, their Luxury imbitters every Want, their Secu- 
rity doubles every Danger we are expos'd to. Nor can 
any Plea, or Pretence of Innocence, or Integrity take 


peculiar Advantages, that do not reſult from the general 
State of Affairs, or the particular Employments they are 
poſſeſt of. And this Evidence every Body may have, ſince 
whoever can reckon twenty can eaſily compute the real Va- 
Ive of publick Employments : If then, be ſide the Profits 
that reward publick Service, any Perſon riſe to a Degree 
of Wealth and Grandeur, inconceivably beyond the hone} 
Means of enriching himſelf, if from moderate or low Be- 


thro' a Courſe of publick Buſineſs, in which he has been 
always prodigal, tho” not generous, without the Advantage 
of any extraordinary-Succeſs; but on the contrary, inyolv'd 
in a thouſand /e/f-created Diſſiculties; and ſo far from ob- 
taining any publick Benefaction, or Confidence, that his 
Conduct has been always ſaſpected, watched, and obſerv'd 
upon; if, from ſach Circumſtances as theſe, he appear 
12 of endleſs Wealth, which neither the erecting of 

alaces to be converted into Store-houſes of Pomp, and 
Magnificence, for which all Europe is ranſack' d, and where 


dilay'd; nor the Luxury of Entertainments, whoſe Dif-

muſt, like that, have the Power of creating Gold, or elſe 
he muſt abuſe the Truſt repos'd in him, and enrich him- 
ſelf by the Plunder of his Country. And if this is once 
lainly prov'd, as plainly it might have been upon ſome 
erſons in high Stations, there is no Wickedneſs or Vil- 
lany, that is probably aſſerted of ſuch an one, but will 
gain an eaſy Belief. EET | |

er and Employment has made no Self-uſe or Advantage 
of it, it will, on all Occaſions, be naturally coacluded, 
that he had nothing but the Fublick Good in View, how- 
ever uaſucceſsful he may prove in the Proſecution of it.

count of a Tranſaction in our Pariſh of Chi/wick, which 
happen'd on Wedneſday laſt the 19th of this Month. 
One 7 —P kept a Publick Houſe next Door 
to the King of Bohemid's Head near Turnbam Green, He 
as confin'd to his Bed by a dangerous Illneſs. One of his 
tender-hearted Creditors took out a Writ againſt him, and 
employed two Bailiffs to put it in Execution. The two 
Wolves went to the Houſe to devour their Prey, and pre. 
tended Buſineſs with P-—, but were told, he was in ſo 
deſperate a State of Health, that he could ſee no Body. 
The Catchpoles thus diſappointed, reſolved to ſeek 
the Aid of one yet more inhuman than even a Bailf, 
and therefore applied themſelves to one F , the 
Exciſeman of a neighbouring Town. His Avarice or Cru. 
elty ſoon engaged him in their Aſſiſtance, and furniſhed 
him with a Stratagem to execute their Deſign. In Pur- 
ſuance of his Plot, F. accompanies the two Bailiff; 
to P=— Houſe, and after calling for fome Liquor, 
Come, ſays the Exciſeman, this is not my Buſineſs here; 
J have an Information there are Run- Goods in this Houſe, 
and I have a Warrant to ſearch. It was then to no Pur- 
poſe to object the miſerable Condition of P——, The 
diligent Excifeman, after ſlightly looking into a Room or 
two, commands the Door of the Sick Man's Chamber to 
be open'd: he was obey'd, you may beſure. Enough, 
cry'd the Bailiffs, we will go no farther, we have found 
what we tame for, and ſo arreſted the dying Man. The 
Poor Fellow, far from being in a Condition to be able to 
riſe, and dreading to be dragg'd out of his Bed, came to 
a Compoſition with theſe Barbarians for ſome Reſpite, 
and fo gave them his Watch and two Guineas, all the Mo- 
ney he had in the World; tho' the Sum for which he 
was arreſted amounted only to Eight Pounds. That P— 
would ſoon have dy'd is very probable, but it 1s as pro- 
bable, that. this cruel Action haſtned his Death, tor 
that happen'd about five or ſix Hours after. However 
JInhuman this Proceeding appears in the corrupt Bailifis, 
yet they arreſted the Man by a legal Authority, whereas 
F-——— acted not only without Authority, but even 
out of his Diſtrict, and only by the dreadful Name of an

Support of his Crown and Dignity. And this ill Uſage 
of a good Government hath alſo a 'Fendency' to put Men 
in Power upon ſuch Meaſures, in their own Deſence, as 
may in Conſequence, affect our Liberties. For which 
Reaſons, all wiſe and good Men will abhor every Oppeſp- 
tion that is not National, and hath not for its Foundation 
real National Exils; which is not the Caſe of the preſent 
Oppoſition. | 
The preſent Oppoſition is not National, but Perſonal ; 
which, if the People of England would conſider, they 
would find, that they had nothing to do with the Con- 
teſt. The Contention is not, now, between the Govern- 
ment and the Fecple, or between the King and the Nati- 
07, nor between the Miniſtry and the People ; but be- 
tween the Gentlemen in Power, and certain Gentlemen 
out of Power ;. and the Strife is, No 3 be greateſt ? 
This, and This only is the Caſe. The Perſons in Che Op- 
Prſetion are not contending for any Good to the Nation: 
They are not laboaring how to make the People happy, 
but how to be at the Head of Power. They have, as it 
were, inſolently furrounded and attack'd the Throne; 
They have, in Action at leaſt, told his Majeſty, that be 
ſhall not keep his Miniſtry, but They will be his Mini- 
ſtry, in order to which, they are endeayouring, by all the 
We ys that Di/appointment and Malice can invent, to di- 
ſtrets the King's Government; they mingle with Jaco- 
bites and Traytors at Home; they betray our Councils to 
Foreign Agents; and repreſent Things ſo much to the 
Diſadvantage of their own Country, as to hinder the Suc- 
ceſs of Negotiations Abroad: And they alſo ſet the Peo- 
le againſt the Miniſtry by vile Calumny, monſtrous 
Tales, and impudent Falſhobds; and then gravely * 
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tle Senſe of the People is againſt them, and demands their 
Removal. Whereas, in Truth, there is no Senſe of the 
people agamſt them, but what they have put into them; 
zor would the People have imagined any publick Evil, 
had not their Papers, ſeat through the Kingdom, ſet their 
[maginations at work, and made them dream and talk of 
ils which they never felt. | 
Things are ſeen in a ſtronger and clearer Light by In- 
funces and Examples, than by mere Reaſoning. If we, 
therefore, . look back to the Reigns of the Stuarts, we 
ſhall fee what conſtitutes an Oppoſition National; and 
That can only be National Evils, or real publick Opprcſ- 
fons and Grievances. The Reigns of theſe Princes were 
almoſt one continual Violati:n of the Laws of England, 
or at leaſt, conſtant Attempts to overturn the Laws, and 
ſet up Arbitrary Power : Governing without Parlia- 
„ments; raiſing Money by the King's Edids ; mak- 
« ing Proclamations, Law ; and declaring the Royal 
Gill bound the Subjects Conſcience under pain of Eter- 
« nal Damnation, were the Works of thoſe Reigns ;” 
but chiefly of that pious Prince, whoſe uncommon Suffer- 
ings induced the People ſo far to forget the Evils he had 
done, as to dignify and diſtinguiſh him with the Title of 
MaRTYR. + | 
In theſe Reigns there was, indeed, Work enough for 
tle People; theſe Reigns ſtood in need of Patriots; 
and Neceſſity rais'd Patriots, real ones; not ſuch mock Pa- 
tricts, and vain Sporters with Country Intereſt as this Age 
produces : For we live at a Time, when the People have 
1 National Evils to complain of, but what are the Effect 
of the Oppoſition ; the Effect of the Conduct of thoſe very 
Men, who thus ridica/ou/ly ſet themſelves up at the Head 
of a Conntry Intereſt : for the Laws are ſacredly and in- 
riolably maintained; they are made the fanding Meaſure 
of the King's Government, as well as the People's Obedi- 
ence, Nor are there any Laws made which have the leaſt 
Tendency to weaken the Security of Property, or ad-

ofa Fad and a Purſe, for the Sovereignty of the King- 
dom of Naples, from the Hands of the | rince of Santa 
u, in the Name of his Imperial Majeſty. About the 
ame Time the Mjniſter of Spain cauſed a Bank Note, 
equivalent to the ſaid Tribute, to be left with the Apo- 
falick Chamber, in the Name of his Neapolitan Majeſty, 
together with a Proteſt againſt the Tribute received by 
the Pope, in the Name of the Emperor. 
The late Battle in Hahn near Parma was attended with 
ſereral unuſual Circumſtances : The Slaughter, which ap- 
pears to have been great on both Sides, was made by meer 
Vint of Fire from the ſaall Arms; the Battle laſted near 
ten Hours, without ceaſing : The Ground the Action 
happened upon was not above 150 Rod in Front; nei- 
ther the Artillery nor the Horſe had any Share in it; 
the Number of general Officers killed and mortally 
wounded on both Sides is almoſt without a Precedent : 
But what is moſt ſurprizing the [mper/e/;fs, tho' they 
vere obliged to retire in ſo precipitate a Manner, and were 
ſo long purſued, without once facing their Purſuers, yet 
pretend to a Victory, and have made Rejoycings on that 
Account. But the Circumſtances of their leaving 1600 
wounded Men in the Field of Battle, their ſuffering 1600 
more to be taken in the Purſuit, a like Number having 
deſerted during their Flight, their putting 1200 Men in- 
to Guoffalla, and ſacrificing them to gain a few Hours 
March, their breaking down the Bridges on the Seccbia, 
ad above all, their repaſſing the Po, their haſty Retreat 
over the Po, ſpeak pretty plainly on which Side the Victo- 
ty fell. Our beſt Accounts inform us, that the Imperial 
Army had received no Pay for fifteen Days before the 
Battle, ſo that Count Merci found himſelf obliged in a

GERMANY. 


HE King of Praſſia arrived at the Imperial Camp on 

the Rhine, the 14th Inftant, under the Title of 

the Margrave of Brandenburg ; and his Majeſty will ac- 

cept of no Honours but whar are due to him as ſuch, 

The two Armies advance ftill nearer to one another. 

The French had raiſed a Redoubt at the Head of their 

Camp ; but the Germans, with a Detachment of two Thou- 

ſand Men, have got Poſſeſſion of it, and have placed 

eight Pieces of Cannon in it, with which they continual- 
ly fire on the French Intrenchments. | | 

In the Night between the T1th and the 12th the French 
made a general Afault on the Crown Work of Philips 
burg, but were repulſed with conſiderable Loſs. The 
14th at Night they renewed the Attack and ſucceeded, 
after a brave Defence on the Side of the Be ſieged. They 
immediately erected Batteries on that Work, and began 
to cannonade the Body of the Place, The 16th they 
found they had made a ſufficient Breach in the faillant 
Angle of the Baſtion, and in the Courtain ; upon which 
having made a Lodgment, Count Futgenau, Governor of 
the Place deſired to capitulate; but the Particulars of 
what followed we muſt expect by the next Poſt. 

By the Way of Berlin we are informed that King Sani, 
laus arrived at Marienwarder, in Pruſſia, on the third In- 
ſtant, in the Habit of a Peaſant, quite alone, on a Com- 
mon Cart, conducted by a Boy. It is ſaid that his Maje- 
ſty is preparing to remove from thence to Konigsburg, the 
Capital of Praſſia.

tem Hopes, that the CZarina, upon their humble Suppli- 
cation may be induced graciouſly to diſpence with their 
Payment of this laſt Sum : Some Accounts ſay, the Count 
actually deſiſted from this laſt Demand, and gave the Ma- 
ritrates Reaſon to hope the Cgarina might remit the 
69,000 Crowns of the firſt Miliion. It is likewiſe ſaid, 
that a general Amneſty is granted with the Exception of 
ſome few Perſons only, who are to ſubmit to the Good ; 
refs and Generolity of King Auguſpus. 

The Marquiſs z Monti aſſured Count Munich, in a 
Letter he wro'e him, that none but himſelf and ſome of 
his Domeſticks were concerned in the Eſcape of King; 
dani ſſaus, and that neither the Po/ifþ Lords, nor the Ma- 
giſtrates of Dantgick had any Hand in it. The Regi- 
ment of Guards, and that of Buchow, were allowed to 
march out of Dantgick with all military Honours, and 
were afterwards diſarmed, according to Agreement. A 
Regiment has been ſince formed out of them of ſuch as 
were willing to ſerve King Auguſtus, and for thoſe who 
would not, they had their Liberty to go whither they 
thoug ht fit. | 

The Marquiſs de Monti, after having wrote two Let- 
ters to Count Munich, inſiſting upon his Rights and Pri- 
vileges as an A mbafſadour, went with his whole Retinue 
out of Dantgick into the Ruſſian Camp, where he yet re- 
mains under a Guard of a Hundred Men, 'till the Count 
receives an Order from his Court, how he is to treat 
him, whether as an Ambaſſador accredited to the Repub- 
lick of Poland, or as the Marquiſs de Monti, formerly Am- 
baſſadour, &c. as he now Stiles him.

He confeſſes, that while he was writing theſe Letters, tle 
Thoughts of his being torn from ſuch Friends, forced 
Tears from his Eyes; and wiſhes, that inſtead of what he 
writes, they could read the tender Sentiments which are 
engraved in his Heart. In ſhort, his Letters carry with 
them the ſtrongeſt Marks of their being wrote by a gene. 
rous and good natured Prince, who ſeems to have ſuch 
lively Notions of Gratitude and Honour, as might induce 
wiſe Men to hazard their Fortunes in his Service, without 
cailing their. Prudence in Queſtion. We are told, that 
though he is without either Equipage or Servants, he 
bears his Misfortunes with ſo much Courage and Reſig- 
nation, and has ſomething in his whole Behaviour, which 1s 
fo truly noble, and ſo ſweetly engaging, that every one 13

If Gentlemen will only recolle& a little the Roman

„ W 6 have Hkewiſe been told, Sir, that the Preroga- 
ic tive of the Crown is a Part of our Conſtitution, and 
the leſſening the Power of the Crown; or robbing the 
«© Crown of its Prerogative, (as Gentlemen have been 
n pon to call it) is an Alteration of our Conſtitution. 
% For my own Part, Sir, I have no Notion of any legal 
& power or Prerogative, but what is for the Benefit of 
* the Community; nor do I think, that any Power can 
“ be legal, but what is originally derived from the Com- 
e munity : and it is certain, that all the Power that ie, 
« or can be given by the People, muſt be given for their 


« own 
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« own-Proteftion and Defence: Therefore, if the People 
«ſhould after wurds find, that they have given too much; 
« if. they: ſhould: begin to foreſee, that the Power they, 
« have given may come to be of dangerous Conſequence. 
4 tc themſelves; have not they Reaſon, have not they a 
« Right, to take back what Part of it they think neceſ- 
4 ſafy tortheir own Safety ? This, Sir, is the proper 
« Footing;: upon which the preſent Debate ought to be 
4 put; and taking it upon this Footing, ' ſuppoſe, that

We know, Sir, that the People of this Nation hare gene- 
4 rally been divided into two Parties, and that Party, which 
I have always been proud to reckon myfelf one of, has 
<< generally, tho' very wrongfully, been called the Republican

tal Conſequences -pretended, as I ſhould have dreaded 
from a ſtanding Army under the Regulations preſcri- 
bed in this Bill, had it paſſed into a Law. While our 
Army continues in the State it is in at preſent, while 
it depends upon the Parliament for its very Exiſtence, 
< and while the Officers depend upon the King for the 
cc. continuing of them in their reſpective Commands, I 
4c ſhall never have any Fears about the Conſequences which 
* may from thence enſue; but if this Bill had paſſed into 
a Law, our Army had been made independent both of 
« King and |] arliament. The Officers would then have 
« depended upon no Power but their own; they would 
« foon have begun to think, that they had a legal Right 
te to their Commiſſions, and conſequently to their Pay; 
& and if both King and Parliament had joined in Opinion 
<« for reducing any Number of them, they would have 
4 looked on it as an Injury done them, and would have 
« been apt tohaye joined all together-to prevent the Effect 
of any ſuch Refolution ; and if they had, I would be

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& making the Officers ſubject to no Power but their own, 
c The Officers of the Army, like all other Sets of Men, 
are apt to fayour one another; they are likewiſe apt to 
« favour the common Soldiers, as being of the ſame Bo. 
de dy with themſelves: We all know, how many little 
« Acts of Oppreſſion may be committed by the Officers 
„and Soldiers in their reſpective Quarters, and other- 
& wiſe, which cannot come under the Cognizance of the 
«© common Law. If in ſuch Caſes the Officer ſhould be 
* guilty of Oppreſſions, or ſhould connive at the Irregu- 
© larities committed by the Soldiers under his Command, 
* we may eaſily judge what would be the Conſequence, if 
„ the Offender could not be any way puniſhed, but by 
cc a Trial and Sentence of his Brother Officers in a Court- 
«© martial, who might probably be all guilty of the ſame
